The house of representatives a few day, 
ago passed a bill to give the court of claims 
jurisdiction to hear and determine the 
claims of the heirs of Samuel Khea for cot- 
ton seized by the go ernment. ‘The history 
of this claim is as follows. Early in 1862 
Mr Samuel Rhea, vith Jobn H Fain, his 
son-in-law, parchased a lot of cotton thro’ 
the agency of Jesse A. Ansley, a leading 
merchantof Augusia. The whole amount 
of the pu*chase was $12,599 80, of which 
Khea furnished $7,499 80, and Fain $5,010. 
There were 250 vaies of cotton’ {a the lo’. 
Early in the fall of 1862 Mr Ansley shipped 
the cotton to K. J. Lowry of this city. Io 
November, 1863, Captain Lowy sold 25 
bales to pay taxes, and shipped 125 bales “3 
Cuthbe:t. Of the stock left here, 43 bales 
were burned in the old Hoiland warehouse 
duricg sherman’s shelling process This 
reduced the stock to 58 bales Which were 
mainly sa ed by being used for bomb- 
proofs. When the federals took possession 
of Atiauta they sciz-d the 58 bales and sent 
it to Cinci nati where it was suld for $2v,- 
363 acd the proceeds paid into 
the treasury of the Unied States. 
Mr Samuel Khea died in May,,1&63, be- 
fore the seizuse ofthe cottcn. M1. John H. 
Fain commenced auitin the court of claims 
within the time limited by the statute. Af- 
ter a full hearing of the facts he was 
awarded $8,360 as his sare of the proceeds 
The heirs of Samuel Khea failed to bring 
sait within the timé NMmited in the act of 
1863. Nearly all of the heirs were either 
minors, married w- men or absens from the 
country when Mr. Rhea diei. Th- bill pas 
sed “authorizes the court of claims to ia- 
vestigate the claim of the lezal representa- 
tives of Khea forthe net proceeds 
of cotton owned jointly by the said Rbea 
and one John H. Fain’; and, if said court 
sha I be satisfied, from the evidence of the 
ownerabi » of the said Khea in. said cotton, 
that the same wes seized and sold and the 
proceeds thereof have been paid into the 
treasury of the United States, to award to 
bis said legal representatives the net pro- 
ceeds thereof as determined 2 tbe said 
court in the case of John H. Fain here- 
tefore determ'ned in said court; aud the

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 


New York, March 7.—Later report 
frow the fire in the Home for tlie Indi- 
gent under the care of the Little Sisters 
of the Poor, makes it more disastrous ip 
its results than at first noted. It seems 
the fire was discovered in the southwing, 
occupied by the male portion of the in- 
mates, and contained seventy-two per- 
sons, whose ages varied from six — 
to one hundred and five years. The s 
was discovered by a person on the ee, 
who gave the alarm by ringing the bell 
of the institution, awaken‘ng the sis- 
ters and aged inmates. When 
the firemen arrived the flames were 
sweeping through the south wiag ia eve 
ry direction, and it was not until about 
9 o'clock that the fire bad been reduced 
to smouldering embers in the basemeont, 
that the firemen were enabled by ladders 
to examine the upper stories of the 
burned wing. They found seventeen 
men burved in their 'ed- in the upper 
story. The bedsteads were iron and 
rested on the charred beams, which had 
remained in their place. The bodies 
were burned to a crisp, renderiug them 
totaly uurecognizable. 1t is said that 
thirty are missing, and itis feared that 
the burned bodies of some may be found 
among the debris in the basement. The 
firemen succeeded in saving the main 
building and the porth wing, which is 
vccupied by a out sixty vid women. 
FEARFUL SPECTACLE. 
In one of the rooms on the third story 
on the second tier, a horrible sight pre- 
sented itself to the gaze of the fireman 
who was first able to make his wuy 
through the smoke and flames to it. 
There, stretched on their mattresses, 
quilts and even pillows, which had been 
partially shaved by the flimes, partially 
covered by the water which had subdued 
the fire around them, were the corpses of 
nine unfortunate creatures, some of 
whom were paralytics, and all of whom 
had been unable tu leave their beds. A 
few of them were burned, and not a hair 
upoa their heads singed, but all doubt- 
less died from suffucation caused by 
the :m ke On the second floor 
likewise, one old man was found 
dead seated in a chair. He also 
died of asphyxia, and had been so infirm 
that he was unabie to leave his seat. Af 
ter the firemen saw the flames were sub- 
dued, a trying duty awaited them. In 
the ruins it was certain were the bodics 
of many who bad perished inthe most 
terrible mannocr. But whit number or 
who they were it was impossible to de- 
‘termine; for the men as fast as they 
could escape were either housed in resi- 
dences in the neighborhood, or were 
wanderiog about in a half crazed and in 
some instances, in a half clad condition. 
The firemen, however, continued their 
work, pouring water op the embers, and 
when they were cooled they began to 
search for 
THOSE WHO WERE BURNED. 


Their labors brought from beneath the 
debris the charred and managed bodies 
of eight men, whose remaiaos fell with 
the the floors, on which they perished. 
This made in ‘all, eighteen victims of the 
holocaust, including those whodied from 
suiluc «tion. Those burned were unrec - 
ognizable, and their blackened remains 
presented a sickening sight as the firemen 
dragged them out and gave them in 
charge of the Sisters, the clergy, and 
brethren from St. John’s college. These 
in turn conveyed the remains off to the 
basement of the institution, and there 
wrapped them up in sheeis and blankets, 
to await the arrival of the coroner. Mos! 
of the missing have been accounted for, 
and it is believed the above comprises 
the total list of those burned.

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Seal Skins 
The Cotemporary Review: 
When the seals have reached the kill- 
ing ground they are allowed a certain 
time to rest and cool, after v7hich about 
one hundred are driven to gether into an 
inclosure, aud the fittest are selected for 
slaughter. The others are allowed to go 
down to the nearest water, whence they 
at once make their way back to the sea 
The instrument of destruction is a long 
club of hard wood, with which the ani- 
mals are struck a vivlent blow on the 
head. One is usually sufficient. A long 
sharp knife 1s th2n thrust into the vitals, 
and the carcass laid aside, and so on un- 
til about one thousand have been slain, 
when the work of skinning commences. 
When taken off the skins are salted aud 
sent home 1n that condition. On arriv- 
ing here they are properly cured, and 
then comes the preparation needed for 
their conversion into what is properly 
called “sealskin.” It is difficult to con- 
cetve how that beautiful article of dress 
can be manufactured out of the unattrac- 
tive object the skin presents at this junc 
ture. It ishard and unyielding asa 
board, and the stiff, coarse hairs cover 
the fur sc completely that its very exis- 
tence might be unsuspected.
